Agreed upon. 

Sharh of Shaykh al-‘Allamah Sulayman ibn Nasir al-‘Alwan(^' 

This Hadlth is agreed upon over its authenticity, Imam al-BukharI(4il ■ui j) said “It was 
narrated to us by Abu al-Yaman(4i! j), he said we were infonned by Shu’ayb(4il j) 
from al-ZuhrI(4i' j) from Abl Salamah(4i! -ua. j) from ‘A’ishafV 0 4i! j)” 


And Imam Muslim(4il ^ j) said “It was narrated to us by Zuhayr ibn Harb(4il j) & 

Hassan al-HalwanI(4il -ua j) & ‘Abd ibn Humayd(4il j), ‘Abd(4)l -us. j) said: “I was 
informed” and the other two said: “It was narrated to us by Ya’qub ibn Ibrahlm(4il j). he 
said it was narrated to us by Ubayy(4il -ua j) from Salih ibn Kaysan(4il ■ua j) from al- 
Zuhrl(4il ■ua j) from Abl Salamah ibn ‘Abdul Rahman(4il -ua j) from ‘ A’isha(W ic - 4il j).” 

‘A’isha’s saying: {Sujjiya}, al-Tasjiyyah means al-Taghtiyyah [covering]. 

‘A’isha’s saying: {Bi-Burd}, The plural of “al-Burd” is Abrad and the singular of “al-Burd” 
is Burda, so the plural of Burda can be “Burd” & “Abrad”. 

‘A’isha’s saying: {Hibrah}, it’s a description of “al-Burd”, and what’s intended by this, is 
that the Prophet}^ j -yA- 4i! L5 ^>) was covered with a “Burd" and it is a type of clothing which 
is made & imported from al- Yemen which is similar to Cotton. It has been said that the 
colour of it is green, however the person who mentioned this didn’t provide any proof for this 
statement. 

And we can benefit from this, the recommendation of covering the deceased, so that his 
‘Awrah doesn’t show, and it’s permissible to cover him with something valuable, and if the 
statement of the one who said that this “Burd” is green in colour is proven, what we can 
benefit from this is the permissibility of covering [the dead] in any colour, and if this isn’t 
authentic, then the best thing [to use] is white, because it is the best kind of clothing, as it will 
shortly be mentioned insha’Allah. 
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
